SCHWAB IN CHARGE OF 


SHIPBUILDING. 
HIPBUILDER IN CHIEF to 
the nation might be the best 
way to describe the new posi- 

tion which Charles M. Schwab has 
just taken up. Actually the title 
he accepted on April 16 was that 
of Director General of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation, the or- 
ganization which does the con- 
struction work for the United 
States Shipping Board. Charles A. 
Piez retires as General Manager, 
but continues as Vice President of 
the corporation, while Schwab is 
invested with sweeping powers to 
produce ships as fast as possible. 
Schwab is building more ships 
for the Government than any 
other man in the country. The 
companies which he controls are 
turning out probably more than 
one-fiith of the ships now being 
supplied to the Government. This 
fact has a particular interest be- 
cause of the recent report of the 
Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, recommending that, in the 
reorganization of the Aircraft 
Board, no aircraft manufacturer 
should be in direct charge of con- 
tracts and purchases. Neverthe- 
less, the President has asked the 
man most interested financially in 
shipbuilding to take charge of 
the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
Born at Williamsburg, Penn., on 
April 18, 1862, Schwab is just 56 
years of age. He spent his child- 
hood at Loretto, Penn., and as a 
boy drove a stage from Loretto to 
a neighboring town. His first ac- 
quaintance with the steel industry 
was as a stake driver, but by the 
time he was 19 he had worked up 
to the position of engineer and 
assistant manager of a steel plant. 
From that time he went from one 
high position to another in the 
industry, his name being identi- 
fied with the Homestead Works, 
the Carnegie Steel Company, the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
and the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration, being Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the last

“We shall see a mass of gray 
granite rising some forty feet in 
the air, in line and color simple, 
strong, and calm. It takes the 
form of a cross, to recall the faith 
which upheld Edith Cavell. From 
this rises another symbolic cross, 
the crown, as it were, of the com- 
pensation. It is built up by a 
motherly figure, Humanity, bear- 
ing upon her knees a child. The 
figure of Humanity suggests a 
nurse’s uniform, with Mercy and 
Healing folding their wings over 
the clear forehead. , 

“The monument bears a tablet 
inscribed with. the place and time 
of Edith Cavell’s death. At the 
back of the monument, under the 
word ‘Fortitude, is the Lion of 
Britain. 

“All this is but the setting 
against which, in white Carrara

lived. She will be seen in the 
nurse’s cloak, erect and fearless, 
with calm and resolute brows, yet 
with gentleness and dignity.” 












Plaque to Commemorate British 
Soldiers and Sailors Who 
Have Fallen in the War. 


“HE DIED FOR FREEDOM 
AND HONOR.” 


O commemorate individually 
ZS all those who have fallen in 
the war the British Govern- 
ment has decided to present a 
bronze plaque to the next-of-kin 
of each member of the fighting 
forces who has been killed, accom- 
panied by a scroll with inscription. 
The plaque or medal is of circular 
form, 5-in. in diameter, and bears 
an emblematic design, with the in- 
scription, “He died for Freedom 
and Honor’; it will be cast in 
nmetal, and each copy will have 
inserted in the field, (by an in- 
genious methed of casting,) a raised 
tablet inclosing the name of the 
person commemorated. The design 
was put out to open competition, 
and more than 800 models were 
submitted, the prize of $1,200 being 
awarded to E. Carter Preston of 
Liverpool, England.

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NEW FOREIGN MINISTER 
OF AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

ARON BURIAN has been 
B chosen for the thorny position 

of Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister in succession to Count 
Czernin. Burian held this office 
before Czernin’s appointment, being 
Foreign Minister while Italy was 
still neutral, and directing negotia- 
tions to prevent that nation from 
joining the Allies. 

Under Burian the negotiations be- 
tween the Central Empires and 
Italy made no serious progress, as 
he opposed the Austrian grant to 
Italy of what the latter considered 
indispensable in order to live peace- 
fully with her eastern neighbor. 
According to the view taken in 
Rome, Burian proved himself to be 
of mediocre intelligence, narrow- 
minded, and bureaucratic. He isa 
firm upholder of German aims, and 
it is believed his appointment was 
dictated by the ruling powers in 
Berlin. 

Stephan, Baron Burian’ von 
Radecz, to give him his full name and 
title, belongs to the old aristocratic 
order which still prevails in Hungary. 
He began his career in the Austro- 
Hungarian Consular Service at 
Alexandria, Egypt. and subsequently 
held numerous posts in the Near 
East. He finally rose to the position 
of Joint Minister of Finance for the 
Dual Monarchy. In 1915 he suc- 
ceeded Count Berchtold as Foreign 
Minister, yielding the office in 1916 
to Czernin reassuming his

EARLY six months have passed 
N since the Soviets, the councils 
representing the workmen, 
peasants and soldiers, took control, 
under the leadership of the Bolshe- 
viki. of the destinies of Russia. To 
what extent the new regime has suc- 
ceeded is indicated in a cabled dis- 
patch, dated Moscow, April 19, from 
Arthur Ransome, in which he says that 
the steady strengthening of the Soviet 
Government is illustrated by the 
weakness of the more recent attempts 
to raise armed forces against it. The 
anti-Soviet troops on their reappear- 
ance near Novocherkask failed en- 
tirely to disturb the control of the 
Soviet. General Korniloff’s newly 
collected bands, although well armed, 
disciplined and equipped, were heav- 
ily defeated. Even Semenoff, in spite 
of external help, was markedly weaker 
in his last raid than in the preceding 
ones in Manchuria, where he is being 
opposed by the Irkutsk Soviet. Soviet 
troops have effectively stamped out 
the anarchist organization in Moscow. 
Nevertheless, while the rule of the 
Soviets is apparently assured, the 
Government is faced with tremendous 
difficulties in reorganizing the country, 
the first task being the production of 
foodstuffs. The Bolsheviki are now 
obtaining military support from the 
Allies, British and French troops having 
been landed at Mourmansk, on the 
northeast coast of Kola Peninsula, in 
the Arctic Ocean, and being placed 
with the Russian Red Guards under 
the direction of the Mourman Soviet 
War Council, which consists of one 
Englishman, one Frenchman and 
one Russian. The photographs on 
these two pages were taken during 
the disturbances attending the rise of 
the Soviet Government.

NGINEERS and mechanics of 
all kinds have played a far 
greater part in this war than 

in any which has preceded it, and 
as the war goes on their work be- 
comes ever more important.
